Announcement of the election of 
Dean Elmer Louis Kayser. marshal 
of the University, as adviser of the 
Ir^terfrafernlty Council was made 
last we^k by Ben Candiand, prcsl- 
dent\ The office Is a new position. 

Acedt'ding to Candiand. the Coun- 
cil fell the need of an adviser to 
ddvisp them in their policies and 
to explain to the Council the po- 
sition of the University in various 
matters, according to spokesmen. 

Dean Kayser should be well able 
to advise the Council on many of 
its policies as he has had much 
expei^nce In this line of work. 
He has participated to a large ex- 
tent in many of the student activ- 
ities on the campus, and was in- 
I strbmental in the founding of Theta 
Upsljort'' Omega. He teaches his- 
tory and gives numerous lectures on 
this subject to various civic groups. 

The, Interfraternity Council de- 
cided |to elect an adviser after dong 
deliberation, qs this was an entirely 
new office in the Council. 


The Student Lounge In Ihe base- 
ment of the Biological Science 
Building has not been used as such, 
although plans were to use the 
room for a men's lounge before the 
building was built. Ross Pope, 
president of the Student Council, 
therefore wrote a letter to -Charles 
E. Merry requesting that this space 
be used as such. The letter fol- 
lows in part: 

"It has come to my attention 
several times during the past semes- 
ter that (he Student Lounge in the 
basement of the Biological Science 
Building has never been opened 
and used for the purpose for which 
it was originally intended.

"1 would like to suggest that the 
room be furnished rn an appropri- 
ate and comfortable Qi*nner and 
be opened under the supervision of 
the Student Council. With the aid 
of two N. Y. A. students, the mem- 
bers of the Council could effectlvev 
)y MiMrvMa room from 0 a. m. 
until day. 

"I hope that action on this pro- 
posal will be taken immediately be- 
cause the greatest need for such a 
room comes during the colder 
months of the year, and the colder 
months seem to be with us nw.

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300 Student* Per Year Might 
Tt Be in Cue & Curtain 

^UE AND iuRTAlN is getting started this 
sveek on "The New Gossoon,’’ its second play 
of the year, which is scheduled for production early 
in March. For the first time in the club’s history, 
the cast will hk drawn entirely from the associate 
a^ active membe^ip of Che and Ctirtain, in ac- 
cordance with the plan adopted this year of havirig ' 
open tryouts only once a year. 

The membership ^wia divided into three grouty 
last week and tryouts were held in the three groups 
though the division was arbitrary and did not indi- 
cate at aU who would be in the play. 

. Th,e new* plan means not Only that all old stu- 
dents who are pot members of Cue and Curtain by 
virtue of having participated in some manner in pre- 
vious productions will be barred, but also that atu- 
deilts who were nothin school, last semester will ndt 
have the opportunity for participation as players in 
the coniing'show. 

New students will, however, have an avenue of 
entry into the club and participation in future plays 
through taking part in wi^kshop productions and 
work done on the productibn and business staffs of 
"The New Goa.soon.*’ . The production and busi- 
ness staffs are two branches of Cue snd Curtain's 
organization that always have room for more good 
workeri both men and women. 

The workshop shows, the first of which will go 
into production as soon as the cist for "I'he New 
Gossoon” has been selected, will be student produced 
and directed in their entirety. They will require 


to the failure of last year’s seniors to achieve thifir 
goal. One interesting point of view it thst Univer- 
sity consciousness or s^rit ebbs and wants over a 
period of year,. Last year’s senior class enthusiam 
was definitely low. Others say thyit th^Council's 
peraonnel did. not apply ertougb heat to H* perapeo- 
tive contributors.

The depresaion year argument 
scarcely holds in view of the fact that the claaa of 
1935 was successful in giving the University a flag- 
pole. Another question raised is whether or not a 
duplicate of the dass gift of 1935 wu a psychologi- 
cally wise choice for the class gift of 1936. Ihe 
knowledge that the University needed' a pole from 
/. which to fly the George Washington flag did not 
make those, whose names were engraved on the first 
pole as contributors, overly enthusiastic about eon- 
tribhting to Sn identical project. 

It'Seema unlikely that ever again will * student 
body be more imbued with University spirit than 
is the one of 1936-1937. Those who come after us 
will take .Sorority Hall, our dormitory, and other 
new buildings as a matter of course. 'Itiey will not 
be thrillrd by the fact that George Washington has 
a chapter of Sigma Xi. It is this year’s group which 
has seen the laying of the corner stones, which has 
thrilled to the architectural and intellectual growth 
of its University. It is this year’s group which is 
anxious to make its contributions, however small, to 
the institution’s furnier growth. But as yet the 
1937 Senior Council has not bothered to make pos- 
sible such contributions. They have lost for good 
any contributions which February students might 
have made toward a class gift. Unless the present 
Council contemplates doing nothing at all, its only 
salvation seems to be in the immediate selection of 
a suitable gift and the application of plenty of heat 
to prospective contributors who already are pretty 
well filled with University feeling, although through 
no fault of the Senior Council.
